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68th  Annual  IN  A  Coin  Show  &  Convention

The  Des  Moines  Coin  Club,  with  General  Chairman  Chris  Seuntjcns, 
hosted  the  Iowa  Numismatic  Association  s  68"'  annual  C  oin  Show  and 
Convention  this  year.  The  coin  show  and  convention  was  held  at  the 
Holiday  Inn,  in  Des  Moines,  on  the  Th  &  8,h  of  October. 

With  several  dealers  manning  over  50  tables  of  numismatic  and  philatelic 
materials,  postcards  and  coin  supplies,  there  w  ere  plenty  of  treasures  for 
attendees  to  search  through.

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1955  Doubled  Die  Cent 

By  Denny  Ross 

During  production  at  the  Philadelphia  mint,  in  1955,  one  of  the 
most  dramatic  minting  errors  occurred  in  the  20"  century  in  the 
Lincoln  cent  series.  This  now  famous  error  is  known  by  all  coin 
collectors  as  the  1955  doubled  die  cent.  This  error  occurred  when 
the  working  obverse  die  was  misaligned  with  the  working  hub 
during  the  second  striking  of  the  die.  The  working  die  w  as  rotated 
counter-clock  wise  about  2  degrees  and  this  resulted  in  the  strong 
doubling  of  the  date.  Liberty  and  In  God  We  Trust.  Only  the  ob¬ 
verse  of  the  cent  was  affected.  Oddly  enough  Lincoln's  profile 
was  not  doubled. 

Mint  officials  who  inspected  the  coins  during  the  minting  process 
actually  caught  the  doubling  error  before  the  coins  were  to  be 
shipped  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Because  of  a  shortage  of 
cents  caused  by  hurricane  Diane  and  the  fact  that  the  doubled  die 
cents  had  been  mixed  in  with  over  10  million  newly  minted  cents, 
mint  officials  released  the  coins  rather  than  melt  the  entire  pro¬ 
duction.  It  is  reported  that  between  20.000  and  24,000  1955  dou¬ 
bled  die  Lincoln  cents  were  placed  into  circulation. 

The  1955  doubled  die  Lincoln  cent  is  on  the  want  list  of  every¬ 
one  who  collects  Lincoln  cents.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  error  cent 
was  found  early  by  alert  collectors  most  1955  doubled  die  cents 
are  found  in  extra  fine  to  about  un-circulated  condition. 

Un-circulated  pieces  are  fairly  rare  and  prices  for  a  full  red  1955 
doubled  die  Lincoln  cent  certified  in  mint  state  65  can  reach  into 
the  thousands  of  dollars.  In  May  of  2005  a  1955  doubled  die  cent, 
certified  by  PCGS  as  mint  state  65  red  sold 
at  a  Heritage  auction  for  S48.300.00  dollars. 

Are  there  still  1955  doubled  die  cents  out 
there  just  waiting  to  be  discovered?  Maybe 
in  an  old  fruit  jar  full  of  change  or  an  old 
piggy  bank?
